On the prices whic which prevailed im 
midsummér of the , curtent’ year, a 
buyer of: gasoline paid 27.88 cents in 
taxes every time he made a dollar 
purchane.., » to, degtigible..vari- 
ations ‘in price since that: time, thia. 
is the ratio which still holds. 

Put in another way, the total tax 
content per galicn was 7.8 cents at 
a time when the average price, te 
the consumer all over Canada was 
28.08 cents a gallon. 

This figure includes only taxe@ 
which are cap&ble of being easily 
determined, those that have to be 
directly charged by those handling 
gasoline in one or the other of its 
various stages on its way to the 
consumer. In freight bills, in motor 
trucking, in the dealer’s spread, and 
in perhaps half a dozen other ways, 
there are other forms of undeter- 
mined taxation which ordinary pro- 
cesses of computation cannot easily 
segregate. Were this possible, the 
total chargeable against each gallon 
of gasoline would be greater than 
7.8 cents a gallon. 

fhe price of gasoline varies im 
different provinces. It is these dif- 
ferences in cost to the consumer 
which ‘result in the lower tax con- 
tent per gasoline dollar in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan when compared 
with Ontario, in spite of the fact 
that the rate of gasoline tax in Al-

im. Numerous books were written 
about him; he was one of the most 
amazing phenomena of interna- 
prensa! suspicion and national hate. 

Born in the most terrible pov- 
erty, Basil Zaharoff lived to amass 
one of the greatest fortunes on 
earth. And he did it by selling ma- 
Cie guns and cannon and high 
xplosives. One of his biographies be- 

an with these words: “The grave- 
stones of a million men shall be his 
monument—their dying groans his 
epitaph.” 

When Zaharoff was twenty-eight 
years old, he got a job selling am- 
munition for $25.00 a week and 
lcommissions. He was ag in 
Greece at the time; and he knew 
that the only way to sel! guns was 
to create a demand for them. So 
he whipped up the fears of the 
Greeks, and told them they were 
surrounded by _ blood-thirsty en- 
emies and must buy guns to defend 
\their fatherland. That was more 
ithan half a century ago. A. wave 
of excitement swept over the coun- 
try. Bands played. Flags waved. 
Orators harangued the crowds; and 
Greece increased its army and 
bought guns from Zaharoff, and 
lso a submarine—one of the first 
war submarines ever built. : 

Having made several million 
lollars in commissions out of that 
deal, Zaharoff ran over to the 
‘Turks and said, “Look what the 
Greeks are doing. hr are getting 

dy to wipe you off the face of 

earth.” So the Turks bought 


tined to net him three hundred mil- 
lion dollars, all drenched with 


For more than half a century 
Zaharoff fattened on national fears, 
arming traditional enemies and 
helping to foment wars. During 
the Russian-Japanese conflict, he 
sold ammunition to both sides. 
During the Spanish-American War, 
he sold the bullets that killed Ameri- 
can soldiers. During the World 
War, he owned stock in munition 
factories in Germany, England, 
France and Italy: so his wealth 
mounted and skyrocketed at a rate 
that staggers the imagination. 

For half a century, he slipped in 
and out among the war ohtes of 
Europe with the silence of a cat— 
cloaking his movements in the ut- 
most secrecy. 

He was said to have employed 
two men who looked precisely like 
like him. Their sole duty was to 
appear in public so that the news- 
papers would report him in Berlin 
or Monte Carlo when in reality he 
was on a secret mission to some 
other city. He never willingly posed 
for a photograph. He never granted 
an interview, and he never defended, 
never explained, never struck back, 
never answered the scathing de- 
nunciations that were heaped upon 


When he was twenty-six years 
old—handsome, tall, and dashing— 
he fell romantically in love with a 
young woman of seventeen. He 
met her on a train while traveling 
from Athens to Paris, and wanted 
to marry her at once; but she, un- 
fortunately, was already wedded to

The manager, unable to decipher 
the signature, thought the stranger 
was trying to play a trick on him; 
so he tossed the check on a pile of 
other papers and forgot all about it. 
Months later, he showed it to a 
friend and was astonished to learn 
that it was real, that it was signed 
by the wealthiest man in France. 

Zaharoff died at eighty-five, a 
lonely, tragic figure, broken in 
health. A servant pushed him about, 
in a wheel chair, and his chief in-| 
terest in life seemed to be his garden’ 
of lovely roses. He had been writ- 
ing his diary for half a century; it 
filled fifty-three books; and rumor 
has it that he ordered all those secret 
records to be destroyed at his death.

PICTURES ; 

Tt is already easy and getting 
easier every day to transmit pic- 
tures, by radio or wire—better by 
wire—over thousands of miles. That 
is. not television, any more than 
sending a photograph of something 
which happened an hour, a day or & 
week ago in television. Television 
means seeing the thimg when -it 
actually happens. But the art of 
transmitting pictures by wire has 
become so perfected that a large 
proportion of newspaper pictures are 
sent from one place to another that 
way. It takés oni¥ ten minutes to 
wire a large phdétogtaph from coast 
to coast. - - st 


That -process will be . simplified 
and cheapened too, so that every- 
body can use it: It is possible to- 
day, between certain cities, for any- 
one to go into a Western Union of- 
fice with the snapshot he made this 
morning, and telegraph the actuat 
picture. Some day telegrams back 
home ‘from travellers and vacation- 
ists may regularly be accompanied 
by photographs of. the sights they 
have seen. 

Already one can send a telegram 
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telegraphing an exact copy of the 


radio as well as by telegraph. Any- 
thing which can be reproduced in 
black and white can be transmitted 
in facsimile. The possible uses of 
this are immeasurable. It is used 
already to send exact copies of legal 
documents in. a hurry, to forward 
“rush” advertising copy to newspa- 
pers, and, I believe, to rush finger- 
prints and pictures of criminals to 


The beauty of facsimile telegraphy 
is that there is no chance of mis; 
takes in transmission. Whatever the 
sender writes or pastes on the trans- 
mission form comes out at the other 
end of the wire precisely as it went 
it. . . 
Some day it will be possible to 
write a check on. a telegraph 
blank, wire it to whoever it is in- 
tended for, and have it accepted at 
the bank on which it is drawn. 


NEWSPAPERS 

As ‘all of those things are per- 
fected, pegple will get their news 
papers. by radio or wire. There will 
be a receiving set in the house with 
a roll of paper in it. From the news- 
‘paper office there will ibe sent, siniul- 
taneously, to all subscribers, pages 
of the newspaper. by a. facsimile 
process. The printed pages will roll 
out of the receiving set, one by one. 
This will go on at intervals all day 
and keep the subscriber abreast of 
the. news all the time. No delay 
waiting for the newsboy or the 
postman to bring the paper. There 
will be no break ‘between morning 
papers and evening papers. 


I don’t believe people will ever 
want to rely on listening to the ra- 
dio for their news. They want it to 
come so they can read it at their 
leisure, and not have to be in a cer-' 
tain place at a certain time to heat 
it. ; 

I’ve been trying my hand here at 
long-range prophecy.

WASHINGTON.— Regardless of 
the anmounced purposes for which 
the President has called the Con- 
gress to convene in a extraordinary 
session on NoveniSer 15, it’ seems 
certain that the international situa- 
tion created by the Administration’s 
outspoken attitude toward Japan, 
and American participation in the 
Nine-Power Conference in Brussels 
on October 30, will-hold the atten- 
tion of the Senate to the exclusion, 
for a while at least, of ime specific 
legislation which the President has 
asked. 

While there has been no open op- 
position in Congress to Secretary 
Hull’s activities, there has been a 
strong feeling among a large group 
of Senators that any sort of inter- 
national co-operation by the United 
Sates held the seeds of possible ‘‘en- 
tangling alliances.” This isolationist 
feeling resulted in the Neutrality 
Law, which the Administration did 
not want, at least in any such form 
as it was enacted, and which Mr. 
Roosevelt ignored completely when 
he took the steps which have led 
America, for the first time since the 
Peace Conference at Versailles nine- 
teen years ago, into an international 
conference in which a war ano 19 
possible consequences are the sub- 
ject of discussion. This is not at all 
to the liking of many Senators, who 
feel that it may be a first step to- 
ward ‘bringing this country into 


| Huropean quarrels, if not into mem- 


bership in the League of Nations. 
They are expected to voice their 
protest as soon as the Senate meets 
on November 15. 
Davis Ready To Trade 

But Ambassador Norman H. 
Davis, who has been named as the 
United States representative at the 
Nine-Power Conference, will have 
some trading material in his luggage 
which may be used effectively to 
further the, program of Secretary 
Hull and the Administration, and 
result in improved foreign trade con- 
ditions for this country. And that is 
the prize which Mr. Roosevelt hopes: 
to grab off by American participa- 
tion in the Brussels conference.

to put an embargo on trade with 
Japan, or to do anything which 
would involve the nation in an arm- 
ed conflict. Even if there were @ 
situation calling for armed interven- 
tion in China, this country could no* 
undertake it without the co-opera- 
tion of Great Britain, and the Brtish 
navy ig busy at home, keeping guard 
of its country’s Mediterranean route 
to the Far East.

They know too that a fresh attack of depression may be brought on by 
elmost any infection, accident, or surgical shock as well as by ill luck 
ta love or on the stock exchange. Malaria and influenza are most to be 
‘eared among infections. The strain of childbirth is another not uncom- 
mon cause: In such cases the doctor may help by hastening convalescence 
ar by prescribing treatment to lessen strain and shock. _ 

What of melancholy that comes and goes abruptly without apparent 
cause? In such cases the patient can get more help from within than 
‘rem without. Experience teaches that the cloud will pass. Let him 
nold on to hope and so to courage. Let him avoid self pity that most 
subtle and dangerous enemy of moral self control.

Baked Vegetables 


_ Do you ever bake your vegetables 
instead of always boiling or steam- 


ing them? Baking really is an ideal 
method of cooking most of the Fall 
vegetables because their flavor is 
preserved and none of the valuable 
mineral salts are lost in the water 
that necessarily is ustd for the boil- 
ing. As we begin to rely on canned 
vegetables more and more as the 
weeks go by we will find that they 
come in for their share of baking, 
too.

ditional virtues inherent in _ its: 
physical and bacterial influences on 
the soil. 

Barnyard manure varies in quality 
accotding to the kind of animals pro- 
ducing it and the nature of their 
food. It is generally assumed that a 
ton of mixed horse and cow manure, 
freshly made, contains roughly 10 
ibs. of nitrogen, 5 lbs. of phosphoric 
acid and 10 lbs. of potash. Actually 
the amount of phosphoric acic is 
usually much lower than this, ex- 
cept in horse manure which is bigger 
than cow manure in all three. Sheep 
manure has twice the fertilizer 
value of cow manure, and poultry 
manure, containing 25 lbs. of nitro- 
gen, 15 Vos. of phosphoric acid and 
15 lbs. of potash per ton, is richest 
of all. 


DRY YEARS AND FEED SUPPLY 

When there is a shortage of hay 
and other roughages the maintaining ' 
of cattle through the winter requires 
considerable planning. It is neces- 
sary to consider the condition of the 
cattle in the fall of the year, ea 
value of different feeds available, the | 
requirements of different ages of 
cattle, and what substitutes might 
be used, either roughages or concen- 
trates. During the past six years 
these factors have been studied in a 
series of experiments at the Do- 
minion Range Experiment Station, 
Manyberries, Alberta. 

The condition of cattle in the fall 
of the year determines the amount of 
feed required. Experiments show that 
cattle from overgrazed pastures did 
not put on normal gains in weight 
and were in a poor, unthrifty condi- 
tion to enter the winter. .ims re- 
sulted in more feed being required 
to maintain them in order to oiiset 
the loss in weight during the sum- 
mer. As the cost of winter feed is 
much higher than the cost of grass 
during the summer, summer pas 
tures, large or small, should never 
be overgrazed. 

What are the feed requirements 
for the maintenance of different 
ages of.cattie in a thrifty condition 
when they have been taken off nor- 
mally grazed pastures? Experiments | 
have shown the following require- | 
ments: calves, 8 to 10 pounds of hay | 
per day; yearlings, 12 to 14 pounds 
per day; and mature cattle, 16 to 
18 pounds per day. During a severe 
cold spell this ration is increased, | 
but during milder weather it is kept 
to a minimum. If good grazing or 
browsing is available the amount of 
feed required will be reduced at 
least 50 per cent, even if snow 
plowing is necessary to. make use of

The Naturalization Act determines 
the position of married women. Gen- 
erally speaking, the wife of a Brit- 
ish subject is deemed to be a British 
subject, and the wife of an alien is 
deemed to be an alien. The satrict- 
ness of this rule was modified by a 
number of amendments passed fn 
1931. A wife doeg not lose her Brit- 
ish nationality unless she acquires 
that of her husband. Provision is 
also made for her to retain her na- 
tionality if he takes a new one during 
marriage. If his country goes to war 
with Britain she may resume her 
British nationality. 

Various women’s organizations of 
Canada, have petitioned the govern- 
ment to amend the act, so that a 
married woman may choose her own 
nationality to the same _ extent as 
though she had remained unmarried. | 

In Federal elections, women vote | 
on the same basis ag men, and are! 
equaily eligible to sit in Parliament. 

Quebec women are not permitted 
to vote in provincial or municipal 
elections. They cdnnot be candidates 
for office, except in federal elections. 
They are excluded from most pro- 
fessions. Nine applications have been 
made to the legislature for an 
amendment which would enable wo- 
men to practise law, but without 
success. They are not forbidden to 
carry on business, but a married 
woman is not competent to contract 
in her own name, and this disability 
acts as a bar to all business activity 
for her, as no one would deal with 
her. ; 

In eight other provinces, women 
are under practically no disability 
before the law. Several odie
